Ex-Gov. 
Conrad Baker, died 
a t his 
resi­ 
dence in Indianapolis. Ind.. on T ues­ 
day, aged 68 years. 
T he deceased 
was born in F ran k lin county, P enn­ 
sylvania, and took a partial course 
in Pennsylvania college, and a fte r­ 
wards studied law in the office of 
Thaddeus Stevens in G ettysburg.

A dm iral Peary once adm itted th a t he sp en t h alf a life-tim e in th e d is­ 
covery of the N orth Pole largely th a t he m ig h t achieve som ething th a t 
had never before been achieved—for th e pure pleasure of having done it! 
Edison w-orked aw ay—creatin g and inventing m ore th a n is usually alloted 
to a dozen geniuses—c a rin g nothing for m aterial rew ards, beyond re­ 
m uneration sufficient to keep him creating, sim ply because h e loved to 
cieate. sim ply because he loved to serve th e world. 
T h e greatest poets an d w riters, as a rule, are extrem ely m odest an d 
retirin g —but in th eir w ritten words, th ey pour them selves out. 
How lit­ 
tle we know of the outw ard, m aterial life of such w riters as M ontaigne, 
Bacon, S hakespeare, C haucer. C ervantes, or Virgil, E ach was a w riter of 
his own life in his own works.

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Lytton Buckler Passes

H IS Easter Day is saddened by 
the news of the death, on April 
4. of Lytton Briggs Buehler, at Los 
Angeles. 
The sad tidings came to 
me from Leah Pamsey Davis, who 
writes from Hollywood. 
She had 
been to the hospital to see Lytton a 
few days before his death. His im­ 
mediate trouble was nephritis and 
heart, so his hours were already 
numbered. 
She writes pitifully of 
the pathos of his life, starting with 
prospects and hopes and talent, 
only to be defeated. 
Lytton Briggs Buehler was born 
in Gettysburg in the summer of 
1889 and died therefore in his 46th 
year. He had been ill for a number 'vork- 
of years, beginning after the war in 
Provincetown, Cape Cod. whence he 
was taken to a hospital down the 
Cape to be operated upon, then to 
Boston, whence, after a brave strug­ 
gle to maintain himself, he was 
taken to his mother’s home in At­ 
lantic City. It was there, at Vent­ 
nor, that I last saw him, partially 
paralyzed, but full of courage and 
getting down to the beach every 
day to paint those beautiful water 
colors, of which he left all too few. 
There are many of our brilliant 
group 
who 
remember 
Lytton 
Buehler. He first appeared as a stu­ 
dent at the Pennsylvania Academy 
about the year 1907. 
I remember 
him then as an eccentric-looking 
youth of 18, tall, slender, slightly 
gawky, hit with a dazzling white 
skin, limpid blue eyes, and a crop
